Washington —Due to the demands 
of war industry, even the humble 
bottle top is on the rationed list! 
From June l it on, as provided in the

brewers will have to get along with 
fewer caps than last year. 
The new order comes from the 
same Government division that sent

to war” some week* ago. 
With the can gone, and no more 
tin for bottle tops, the brewer* have 
been capping their bottle* with 
black plate, a light shoot steel. It'a 
thi* metal that's now been rationed 
by WTB. 
But the beer bottle in in little 
danger of becoming a wartime cas­ 
ualty, authorities say. The brew­ 
ers are making a little metal go a 
long way, by using an even lighter 


plate for their ‘‘cap*," and by send­ 
ing more of their product lo market 
in quart bottles. 
R em inding us th at there are 
thirty-two ounces in the quart bot­ 
tle, as compared with the twelve 
ouncea in the standard little , in­ 
dustry leaders point out that the 
consumer who buys the quart help* 
make one top do the work of three.

CAR CARE 
Casual observation suggests that reducing 
automobile driving at least one*half may be 
no hardship. Until lately, most people hadn’t 
seriously tried to save fuel or wear. Gaso­ 
line was cheap, and so were cars when you 
measured their value in terms of mileage. 
So people drove long distances just for pleas­ 
ure or from boredom, and used their cars 
for all kinds of unnecessary trips and er­ 
rands. 
Many who have been Hollered lately into a 
real effort to economize find that they can 
cut their rare use anywhere from one-fourth 
to three-fourths. A convenient formula for 
driving economy is. instead of thinking up 
unnecessary ways to use the car, to leave it 
in the garage unless you really need it to go 
somewhere. 
It is well, however, not to stop driving 
entirely, hut to take the car out occasionally, 
say at least once a week. This will keep the 
battery charged and the car in commission, 
and will preserve its value lietter than rom- 
plete disuse. 


SHAHI: THE RUBBER TREE 
The greatest rubber hunt of all time now 
begins. It is the search for old, scrap rubber 
in the jungles of American garages, hams, 
basements and coat closets. The quantity 
stored and largely forgotten in such places 
is estimated as somewhere between 800,000 
and 10.000.000 tons. Although it sounds 
improbable, there might lie enough of that 
forgotten rubber, when assembled and reno­ 
vated, and added to tho artificial rubber now 
produced in growing quantities, to see us 
through a war as short as we hope this war 
will tie. 
It is easily seen that this Is wild figuring. 
There can In' no doubt, however, that im­ 
mense quantities of old millier are lying 
around almost everywhere, in this easy-going 
country, and that it is time to collect them 
and turn them in. Every old tiro will help 
to shorten the war, every forgotten pair of 
millier lioots may save a soldier’s life. 
So there is to be a grand shaking of the 
rubber tree, an overhauling of junk yards 
and a national searching of public and pri­ 
vate storage places, for old rublier-boaring 
tires, tulles, hot water liottles, millier Iniots, 
rubber raincoats, rublier shoe-heels, rubber 
gloves, rubber pipes, rubber doornobs, rub­ 
ber washers, rubber caps and a hundred 
other forms of this precious substance. Any­ 
one who takes a fresh look around may in' 
astonished at the riches 
lying unnoticed 
everywhere In this wasteful land. 


BETTER l l I AN LAST TIME 
With the Blit tie of the Atlantic won, as 
regards getting American troops and sup­ 
plies safely across in ever-growing volume, 
the next victory should lie prevention of so 
many ship-sinkings along our eastern coast 
and in the Caribbean Sea. 
Those sinkings really have not liven so bad 
as the reports seemed to indicate. More ves­ 
sels have been sunk than were tieing built 
in the shipyards, hut it is explained that the 
ships lost were mostly so much smaller than 
the new vessels built, that the tonnage avail­ 
able remained nliout the same. Great en­ 
largement of the tonnage Is needed, of 
course, to speed up transport of men and 
materials and so shorten the war. 
One of the most reassuring facts about this 
and other war problems is that nearly every­ 
thing seems to move more rapidly and 
smoothly than it did in the last war. Many 
old-timers are impressed by the improve­ 
ment. The experience gained, they say, was 
not lost, and the experts in charge of mobi­ 
lization, training and so on not only know 
tetter what to do, but what not to do. So 
that last war was not fought entirely in vain. 


AWAKENING 
Americans are beginning to appreciate 
the greatness of these times. They are hard­ 
ly conscious of it yet, but they begin to fee! 
it, to straighten up and look the world in the 
eye, to realize that they are men and women 
of destiny, with great things to do. 
Even the children, feeling perhaps rather 
than thinking, seem to have a sense of impor* 


ENOUGH BREAD 
At least bread will not he rationed. Domes­ 
tic wheat supplies were the largest on record, 
and should take care of normal requirements 
for the next two years. This is the cheering 
word from the Department of Agriculture. 
The department Is also encouraging the pro­ 
duction of enriched vitamin-packed flour, 
which will enable people tetter to withstand 
the inevitable hardships of the war. 
Almost every other country in the world 
would look with envy at one that actually 
has enough bread and to spare. 


DOPE 
The war is doing one good thing—making 
life hard for the dope traffic by cutting down 
the supply. With little on hand, the peddlers 
have to adulerate their product. Morphine, 
once 85 per cent pure, is now sold (at much 
the same price) in a mixture containing only 
two to three per cent of the drug. To got the 
desired effect, the addict has to take much 
more than his usual quantity. 
Civilized governments for years have lieen 
trying to get a grip on this most dangerous 
of all habits. Perhaps the war will give them 
the leverage they need.

San Francisco, June 17 (JPi— 
Lieut. W alter Gallaher, American 
fighter pilot in Australia, bailed 
out of his plane at 25,000 feet over 
Port Moresby, and calmly con­ 
sulted his watch to count the sec­ 
onds before pulling his rip cord 
at 20.000 feet. 
This was recounted last night 
in a Melbourne radio broadcast by 
CBS. 
G allaher* plane was hit during 
a dogfight 
with Japanese Zero 
fighters, and tho pilot had to jump. 
With a strong wind blowing, he 
realized he had to delay opening 
his parachute for several thousand 
feet to avoid landing in the sea 
Clocking himself while hurtling 
through the air for 5,000 feet. Gal­ 
laher pulled 
the cord, and by 
manipulating 
the 
shroud 
lines 
managed to land in the middle of 
a jungle. His plane crashed five 
miles away. 
Gallaher 
later 
described 
the 
long jump as “one hell of a sen­ 
sation."
